The superintending school committee of Allenstown 
respectfully submits the following report for the year 
ending March, 1886 :—

DISTRICT AND 
PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, JoHN M. Howe. 


This school has had two terms, seventeen weeks in 
all, for the year. Miss Cora M. Davis of Manchester, 
teacher. Whole number of scholars registered, twelve ; 
average attendance, eight; wages, including board, 
$22 00. 

There has been some dissatisfaction and friction in 
this district all the year, and the last term most of the 
children were kept at home and deprived of the benefits 
of the school, thus lowering the average attendance and 
greatly embarrassing the teacher. 

Miss Davis came well recommended by teachers and 
professors in Manchester, and but for the feeling previ- 
ously existing, we think she would have kept a good 
school. She was abundantly qualified to instruct any 
scholar that came to the school. If I should offer any 
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criticism on what I saw of Miss Davis, I should say she, 
in general with other teachers | have known, lacks 
energy, alias ‘‘dack-bone !” ; 

To the parents let me say, you make a fearful mistake 
when you rob your children of school advantages be- 
cause of local predjudices.

This school has had two terms, one of seven and one 
of three weeks.

All that I need to say in regard to these teachers, is,

In: conclusion, I desire to thank teachers and scholars, 
and all my fellow citizens, for their kind forbearance 
with me while in the relation of committee of the schools, 
and as We are to try the experiment of the new law, in 
operating our system of common school instruction, it 
will be very gratifying to me to go upon the ‘retired 
list,” hoping that the oversight and management of these 
important trusts may fall into the hands of more efficient 
and successful parties. 

For the information of all interested, and for ready 
reference, I append to this report the law to which refer- 
ence has been made: 


CHAPTER 43. 


AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 86 OF THE GENE- 
RAL LAWS. RELATING TO SCHOOLS, AND TO ESTAB- 
LISH THE TOWN SYSTEM OF SCHOOLS. 

Be wt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
an General Court convened: 


SECTION I. The division of towns into school districts 

heretofore existing is hereby abolished, and each town 
shall hereafter constitute a single district for school pur- 
poses; provided, however, that districts organized under 
special acts of the legislature may retain their present 
organization. 

Sec. 2. Each town shall forthwith take possession 
of all the school houses, lands, apparatus, and other 
property owned and used for school purposes by the said 
districts hereby abolished, which said districts might 
lawfully sell or convey. The property so taken shall be 
appraised by the assessors of the town, and at the next 
annual assessment a tax shall be levied upon the whole 
town equal to the amount of the whole appraisal; and 
there shall be remitted to the tax-payers of each district 
the said appraised value of its property so taken. In the 
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case of a union district, the fractional parts of which 
belong to different towns, the selectmen of such towns 
shall, acting together, appraise the school property of 
such union district. abolished under the provisions of this 
act, and shall make an equitable apportionment of the 
property and debts of such district, and find the balance 
equitably due from either of said towns to any of: said 
towns, and order such balance to be paid within a time’ 
. to be by them hmited; and whenever such selectmen 
shall fail to agree upon the apportionment of the property 
and debts of such union district, they shall choose a ref-' 
eree, whose decision shall be final. 

Sec. 3. The records of the districts hereby abolished 
shall be preserved by the town, and returned to the sev- 
eral districts whenever the town shall vote to return to 
the district system, under the provisions of section 8 of 
this act. . 

Src. 4. The duties heretofore devolving upon super- 
intending and prudential committees shall hereafter be 
performed by a school board of three persons in each 
town, to be chosen by ballot at the annual school meeting, 
and to hold office for three years; provzded, however, 
that at the first election under this act, one person shall’ | 
be chosen for three years, one person for two years, and 
one person for one year, and thereafter one person shall 
be chosen each year; and said board shall have power 
at any time to fill its own vacancies until the next annual 
meeting of the district. abv 

Sec. 5. The first meeting of such district so com- 
posed of the whole town by virtue of this act, shall be' 
called by the selectmen of such town; and the clerk of 
such town shall act as the clerk of such district until the 
clerk of such district is chosen and qualified. — | 

Src. 6. The said school board of each town shall pro- 
vide schools within the limits of said town, at such places 
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and times as in their judgment shall best subserve the 
interests of education, and as shall give all the scholars 
of the town as nearly equal advantages as may be prac- 
ticable, and said school board may use a portion of the 
school money, not exceeding twenty-five per cent thereof, 
for the purpose of conveying scholars to and from such 
schools. 

SEC. 7. The provisions of this act shall not be ap- 
plied to school districts holding funds for school purposes, 
in such manner as to prevent said districts from retaining 
and enjoying the benefit of said funds. 

Sec. 8. Any town, after five years from the time this 
act goes into effect, may, by a majority vote of all the 
voters of the district, re-establish the district system in 
such town, and shall thereafter be subject to the same 
laws as are now in force in this state in relation to school 
districts. 

SEC. 9. The provisions of the General Laws hereto- 
fore enacted in relation to school districts and schools 
shall be in force so far as the same are consistent with 
this act, and all acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed, and this 
act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
March 1, 1886.
